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TREATY WITH ITALY. 


DETAILS OF 


DRUG PACT. 


-COLONIAL OFFICE CHANGES. 


‘ London, Feb. 19. 

The Bill ratifying the troaty 
- with Italy rogarding Jubaland (in 
East Africa) has beon approvod 
by Parllamont. 

Mr. Fisbor, tho Liboral ox- 
Ministor, eupporting tho Bill, eaid 
that tho moro ono coneldored the 
historio olroumstances which lay 
bohind this Jubaland troaty: the 
fopn ono should bo inclined to 
apply criticism to it. This troaty 
was tho direct consequence of tho 
Pact of London of April 26th, 
1915, undor which Italy throw in 
hor lot with tho Alliod nations. 
Anyono who considored tho stato 
of tho Alliod causo in tho spring 
of 1915,.and the difficultios which 
confronted tho British Govorn- 
mont aot that timo, would, ho 
thought, como to thu conclusion 
that the British Governmont had 
no option but to accopt tho torms 
which tho Italian Governmont 
required ; and if ono looked at tho 
question from tho Italian viow- 
point ono ought to bo less oritical 
of tho torms which Italy had 
docided upon, Great Britain had 
recoivod tho aid of Italy, wha had 
dono hor part, and it devolved 
upon Groat Britain, to do hore. 
During tho war, Italy throw hor 
woight into the Alliod scale. Sho 

‘ lost moro than half a million doad 
and moro than a million wound- 
od, and sho contracted a dobt of 
two thousand millions atorling. 


Mr. Amory, the Colonial Seorot- 
ary, answorod various points that 
woro raised.

DRUG CONVENTION. 


The Terms Outlined. 


London, Fob. 19, 
Tho convention drawn up by 
tho second opium conferanco was 
‘gignod aot Gonovo this ovening. 
It is a complomont to that drawn 
up by tho first conforonce, which 
dealt with opium smoking. - 


‘This second convention deals 
with a wider problem, its objoct 
being to suppress contraband 
in dangorous drugs, hy moro 
effoctivo limitation of their 
production and by _oxorcie- 
ing closor control over tho intor- 
national trado in drugs, and thoir 
raw matorinls, than was provided 
in the Haguo Convontion of 1912. 


Tho drugs to which this con- 
vontion applies are coca loaf, 
cgoosine, opium in its various 
statos,, morphino, horoin, and

Central Control Board. 


Tho dooumont also strongthens 
tho Haguo Convention rogarding 
the production and distribution 
of raw opium.’ A porifianent 
central board of control consist- 
ing vf olght porsons, appointed 
by the League Counc!!, the United 
States and Gormany, {a to bo 
ostablishod to collect from tho 
signatory Governments tha o#- 
timates of drugs roquired within 
the proscribed period, togethor 
with full statistics of the produc- 
tion of tho raw materials and tho 
amounts of manufactured stocks 
hold, tho internal consumption, 
the amounts of drugs confiscated, 
and the amounts of imports and 
oxports. If thé board concludes 
that excessivo quantitics of drugs 
aro accumulating in any country, 
and that thoro fs in consequonce 
a dangor of thoir diversion to 
iicit channols, it shall have the 
right to rocommond that tho ox- 
ports of drugs to that country 
should bo suspended until a satis- 
factory position is roached. 


The board has also tho right of 
taking the samo stops in regard 
to a country which is not a 
signatory, if thoro is danger of 
that country becoming a contre 
of illicit traffic. 


The Protocol. 


Attached to the 
is’ a protocol, to bo signed 
by tho countries that pro- 
duco opium. In this thoy 
undertake to reduce the produo- 
tion in five years’ time as as to 
satiefy an impartial Loague com- 
mission that smuggling from 
thoir torritorics is no longor a 
serious obstacle to onforcemont of 
the restrictions on opium smoking 
applicd by the countries signatory 
to tho first convontion.

seriously injured, whilst the 
othor two did not emargo 
unscathod. A chorus of whistlos 
soon brought tho pollco on’ tho 
scone, but thoy arrived aftor 
tho assailants had mado thoir 
escapo, Tho two sappors’ who 
woro soriously {njured, woro 
romovod.to bospital.

Guild, and that tho fight was due 
to o feud with ono or moro Triad 
Socioties with whom thoy are at 
loggorhoads. The report mado 
by ono of tho sappora to tho 
police last night, thut thoy did 
not know thoir assailants nor 
tho causo of tho attack, is 
thorofore discradited.

Tho toxtof an agroomont has 
beon tabled in tho Houso of Com- 
mons betweon Sir. William 
Potorson and the Govornmont, 
providing fora fleet of ton ships 
for a Canadian Atlar’:o sorvico 
under Government control of 
ratez, in considoration for on, 
annual subsidy of £275,000. 


Tho agroomont provides for 4 
ton years contract. Tho preamble 
recites that the Govornmont has 
boon receiving continuous ropre- 
sontations respooting oceantrans- 
portation difficultios and tho .un- 
cortainty of ratos indiacriminate- 
ly imposed on oxported Canadian 
goods and abipping by combines, 
These rates olso affect tho im- 
ports. The Government, accord- 
ingly, has rosolved to adopt 
moans to provont an unreason- 
ablo ovorchargo. 


The new ships must bo oporat- 
ing within cightcsn months and 
meanwhile ‘six substitute ships 
will begin oporations on Juno 
15th. The company, must carry 
immigrants at rates fixed by tho 
Governmont, and carry Canadian 
mails froe, on the inauguration 
of # passongor borvico. 


Tho Governmont is ontitlod 
similarly to contract with other 
companios.—Reuter.
